That jewelled chain of tropical 
islands, the Dutch East Indies, 
gleams brightly in the Pacific’s 
great constellation of islands. 
Their luster has never been lost 
on Japan and the prospect of a 
German invasion into the Nether¬ 
lands, threatening that doughty 
nation’s sovereignty, has made 
tlie Netherlands’ East Indies j 
beckon to Nippon more appealing 
than ever before. Rich in rubber, 
tin, and other raw materials, they 
have been a fountainhead of 
Dutch prosperity for three cen¬ 
turies, and for America long a 
vital source of supplies. To Japan, 
their wealth is almost the perfect 
answer to her dream of Pan- j 
Asiatic conquest. Foreign Min¬ 
ister Arita hinted as much last 
week. But his hint was firmly, 
quietly, and almost immediate’y 
rebuked by Secretary of State 
Hull who said in words just as 
clear, but more diplomatic:

It took a Herculean feat of en¬ 
gineering to drive a wedge 
through the Isthmus of Panama, 
slash 7500 miles from California’s 
set mute to the Atlantic, and give 
the West a new gateway to Ameri¬ 
ca’s eastern seaboard.

A lot of them don’t know yet 
where they are going but quite 
a party of Sierra Madreans will 
be whipping Southern California 
lakes and streams at daylight 
next Wednesday morning when 
the trout fishing season opens. 

Judge Tom Neale has been 
making “soundings" in an effort 
to locate the most likely fishin’ 
spot and it is probable that 
quite a party of local disciples 
of Ike Walton will be wading 
and casting in the streams of San 
Antonio Canyon where thousands 
of state propogated trout were 
planted above Camp Baldy re¬ 
cently. The fish are at least six 
inches in length and are large 
enough to at least partially satis¬ 
fy fishermen who will be out 
after the limit May 1. This is tae 
first planting in local streams 
since the flood of 1938, when 
nearly all of them in Southern 
California were cleaned out.
